Farm Bureau Notes

There is no denying that Mor 
B Ran county 
needs 
rain. 
This 
d o e sn ’t mean 
simply 
that 
the 
roads are dusty and that a rain 
w ould make conditions more coni- I 
fortable for travel. 
It means that 
the corn crop is sorely in 
need 
o f further moisture. 
It is true I 
that farmers are inclined to 
bo-J 
alarmed before the facts warrant j 
it, but in the present instance there' 
is really some cause for concern. 
Most of the rains which have 
com e in the past ten or twelve 
w eek s have been local and there 
h as been no rainfall since May. 
Before that time there was an 
excess of rain, 
with 
the 
result 
that farmers hardly had the op­ 
portunity of planting corn. 
Ii 
m any fields the 
planting 
work 
w as done fully four weeks after 
the normal time 
and 
generally 
speaking, the corn ccrop in Mor­ 
gan county Is today from three 
to four weeks later than usual. 


Many corn fields are just 
in 
condition when a rain is especially 
needed and a good downpour in­ 
sid e of the next three or four days 
{will make a tremendous difference 
.in the total corn 
yield 
of 
this 
county.
